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"Carry On! We're Right Behind You!" 
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Humphrey Talks Cold 
Turkey to Japanese 


By HENRY J . TAYLOR 
In President J ohnson's diplomatic foray he handed Vice Presi­ 
dent Hubert H. Humphrey probably the toughest nut of all when 
he sent him to J apan. 
It’s a Joy to report the impressiv e priv ate Information I hav e 
about his session there from a J apanese statesman of impeccable 
authority. 
Last April J apan’s militant, Red-infested Zengakuren “ students” 
mov ement, centered at the Univ ersity of Hokkaido in the north, 
forced the cancellation of talks by State Depart­ 
ment policy planner Walt W. Rostow. The Peldng- 
controlled apparatus produced 25.000 demonstrators 
in snake-dance parades against our Southeast 
Asian anti-Communist policy. 
Two other large and militant Red groups like­ 
wise add to the sound and fury. These are the 
Association for the Abrogation of the U.S.-J apan 
Security Pact and the League for the Attainment 
of Demands. They make the v isits by our nuclear 
submarines and the presence of U.S. bases the 
hottest political questions in J apan. 
In fact, ev en at the gov ernment lev el, picketing by leftist mem­ 
bers of the J apanese Parliament recently forced us to transfer our 
Little J ohn rocket sites in the Mt. Fuji foothills to Okinawa. 
Asahi, with its fiv e million circulation, is the largest and most 
influential newspaper. Mainichi Sbimbun breathe« hard in second 
place. The J apan Times, like the Times of Ixmdon, Is geared to the 
v iews of the gov ernment. All greeted Mr. Humphrey with utterly 
isolationist editorials. 
Yet, who stands closer to the Red Asian threat than J apan? 
And who, by the wav , is more dependent on the military and eco­ 
nomic support of the United States? Nobody. 
We poured our taxpayers’ billions into J apan’s reconstruction, 
and her resulting prosperity rests importantly on her exploitation 
of the lush American market. 
There were 13*4 million cotton spindles in prewar J apan. Three 
million were left at war’s end. Her mills were largely rebuilt by 
the U.S.A. And we subsidize her immense textile industry with 
American cotton at prices cheaper than our own mills must pay. 
Then she floods our country with low-priced cotton products that 
hav e closed many and many an American factory. 
The world’s largest blast furnace (U.S.-financed) Is in J apan. 
Aggrav ating our gold crisis and balance-of-payments problem, our 
IMS steel Imports exceeded our steel exports by about $600 million. 
Much of this was from J apan. We hav e to buy from J apan to sell 
to J apan, of course, but why should we permit dumping? 
J apon has 14 automobile manufacturers. An $11 million U.S. 
Export-Import Bank loan last year to Nissan's at Appama prov ided 
a 15.5 million automatic press for metal parts that giv es J apan 
perhaps the world's lowest-cost automobile plant. 
J apan’s membership in the Organization for Economic Coopera­ 
tion and in the International Monetary Fund binds her not to restrict 
tile Import of American automobiles. Tokyo has nev ertheless de­ 
layed liberalizing imports. About all we’v e gotten is a “ So solly.” 
“ There is much room for our sales expansion in America,” says 
Nissan Export Manager Kaiji Uno. 
J apan makes more than half of the world’s motorcycles — 2’ j 
million yearly. One company alone exports 9 00,000 a year, chiefly 
to the United States. 
“ There are no restrictions on our exports into America,” an 
Industry spokesman explains. 
J apan, like Europe, liv es today under the shield of our great 
atomic retaliatory force (free of charge), without which J apan 
could hav e no independence whatev er from the Red bloc and might 
well hav e been occupied by the neighboring Russians or Red 
Chinese long ago. 
By sheer proximity, as in the case of Berlin, no place on earth 
should be more alarmed by any American appeasement of Red 
aggression than J apan. 
In skillful tones Vice President Humphrey stated to the Tokyo 
gov ernment that we are now' In the process of recounting our 
friends. He implied that if J apan somehow could not back our Viet 
Nam purposes we would hav e to rev iew our own purposes in the 
many things we do to back J apan. He quietly talked cold turkey. 
Valuable statesmen know that the purpose of diplomacy is to 
achiev e results, not to win banquet toasts. Instead of a tour only 
to build his image here, my information from inside J apan is that 
Mr. Humphrey’s Tokyo performance, come what may, was states­ 
manship at its best.

WASHINGTON (NEA) - The 
year 19 66 will be crucial in the 
race for the moon. 
By next December, it should 
be dear whether the Sov iet Union 
or the United States is ahead. 
It may be the United States. 
This new confidence is not pri­ 
marily because of the highly suc­ 
cessful American space rendez­ 
v ous, magnificent as it was. 


It’s rather because of the way 
this rendezv ous was accomplished 
—in the face of mishaps and bog- j 
gles. 
Space scientists here in their

priv ate back room talks say that 
who wins the moon race in the 
end may not depend on who gets 
the big booster rocket first, who 
docks 
in 
space 
first 
or 
who 
builds the moon-trip v ehicle first. 


and a host of other backup en­ 
gineers and craftsmen, 
in the 
face of the scries of mishaps that 
plagued 
this 
rendezv ous space 
v enture. 
Despite one bug” after another, 
these men met the problems and 
kept to a workable timetable. 
It is this remarkable teamwork 
(and the teamwork of the men 
who built the rockets and space­ 
craft systems and the men who 
manned 
the 
tracking 
systems) 
that these scientists are counting 
on. (They’re not forgetting the 
connection that dropped out be­ 
fore it should hav e and the dust 
cap that chopped in where it 
shouldn’t.) 
Two years ago the United States 
was well behind in the race for 
the moon. The Sov iet Union still 


seemed to be in the lead a year 
ago. Today, with the tremendous

The Sov iet Union 
could take 
shortcuts. Russian engineers are 
ahead of the United 
States in 
experiments with unmanned 
soft 
landings on the moon. Their 
soft 
landings hav e failed, but the Reds 
may hav e learned enough in their 
failures to be certain they would 
work with a man at the cantrols. 
By using this direct soft landing 
technique, the Reds could 
skip 
some complicated steps and may­ 
be get to the moon faster. 
They’d h e taking great chances, 
howev er, and could lose soma 
men. 


These scientists say priv ately 
it's logical to suppose that both 
the United States and the Sov iet 
Union will hav e the big boosters' 
about on schedule, 
the Apollo 
(and

spacecraft when needed and the 
ability to dock in space in time 
to meet their moon objectiv es.

‘Disruptiv e Influence,’ Say s 
Co lleg e Co ach o f Pro Deals 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Intense 
competition between the major 
professional football leag ues is 
“perpetuating a disruptive influ­ 
ence” on the colleg e g ame, says 
a leading colleg e coach. He prv- 
dicts the pros will ag ain be asked 
to hold off their drafts until after 
the Jan. 1 bowl g ames. 
“ We won’t be satisfied until 
they push their drafts beyond the 
New Year’s bowl g ames.” said 
Jim Corbett, athletic director at 
Louisiana State University and 
chairman of the Colleg iate Pro­ 
fessional Relations Committee of 
the National Colleg iate Athletic 
Association.
